LONDON.  May  3.— The  coalition  Cab- 
inet has  ridden  over  one  more  crisis 
and  made  what  atonement  was  possible 
for  jNtrmlttlnr  rebellion  to  flsre  up,  by 
dropping  out  the  Chief  Secretary  tor 
Ireland,  Mr.  Augustine  Blrrell,  who 
theoretically  was  responsible  for  the 
control  of  th4t  fiduntry.  This  solution 
was  In  accordance  with  the  traditions 
of  the  British  Oovernment,  and  excites 
no  protest. 

Premier  Asqulth  announced  to  the 
House  of  Commons  the  execution  of  four 
of  the   Sinn   Fein   leaders  and   that   Sir 

Bogar    Casement    would    be    tried    with 

the  utmost  expedition.  Then  Mr.  Blr- 
rell made  explanations  for  his  motives 
of  leniency  in  dealing  with  the  long 
araoldering  sedition.     The   retiring  Sec- 

~  retary  spoke  with  deep  emotion  of  the 
ruin  of  his  hopes  and  his  plans,  and  had 
a  sympathetic  audience,  except  for  lAu- 
rence  Qinnell,  Independent  Nationalist, 
who  Interrupted  him  with  denunciatory 
exclamations. 

The  Times  describes  Mr?  Blrrell  as 
*(a  barrister,  a  man  of  letters  and  a 
wit,!'  and  declares  that  there  have  been 
widespread  doubts  of  Mr.  Birrell's  suit- 
ability for  the  Irish  post,  but  that  no 
public  man  commands  more  personal 
respect. 

It  points  out  that  difficult  problems 
remaining  are  the  unravelling  of  the 
widespread  Sinn  Fein  organisation  and 
the  payment  of  the  people  of  Dublin 
who  lost  their  houses,  shops,  goods  and 
publlo   belonglnga 

"How  shall  the  Government  deal  with 
the  Sinn  Fein  leaders?"  asks  The  Times. 
*  "Some  of  them  are  men  of  position  and 
high  attainments  who  did  not  take 
up  a^ms,  but  h«Ve  beeq  paving  the  way 
for  the  rebellion  by  their  writings  and 
in  speeches.  Dublin  cannot  afford  to 
pay  t^  bills. tor  tka'mat^trlal  ditmagea.

Liaurenee  Olnnell,  member  for  the 
North  division  of  Wcstmeath,  who  Is 
classed  aj  a  NatlonallaU'  but  follows 
the  laadership  of  no  party,  greeted  the 
announcement  of  the  Preml^  that  some 
of  the  leaders  of  the  Irish  rebellion  had 
been  shot  with  the  cry  of  "Huns."

Mr.  Blrrell,  when  he  got  a  hearing, 
•aid  he  would  have  an  opportunity  as 
a  private  member  of  taking  part  In  the 
debate  on  the  Irish  rlMng. 

He  candidly  admitted  that  he  had 
made  an  untrue  estimate  of  the  Sinn 
Fein  movement  and  the  possibility  of 
dUturbancea  suoli  aa  bad  occurred  in 
Dublin,  eepedally  in  respect  to  the  mode 
of  warfare  which  had  been  pursued  and 
the  desperate  foUy  displayed  by  the 
leaders  and  dui>es.

LONDON,  May  3. — The  Government's 
militRry  bill  fur  immediato  general  com- 
pulsion paused  its  tlrst  reading  in  the 
House  of  Commons  today.

Speaklhk  with  reference  to  the  pro* 
visions  of  the  bill.  Premier  Asqulth  said 
that  youths  reaching  the  age  of  18 
would  be  given  a  month's  grace  to  en- 
list voluntarily.  The  same  exemptions 
would  be  given  as  under  the  original 
bill. 

A  special  reserve  will  be  farmed  of 
men  continuing  in  civil  employment, 
who  will  be  Immediately  available  for 
service  In  case  of  emergency. 

Geo.  N.  Barnes,  one  of  the  I.Abor 
leaders  In  the  House,  expressed  strong 
approval  of  the  measure.  He  said  that 
If  the  country  had  known  the  task  in 
front  of  the  Allies  It  months  ago,  it 
would    have   accepted    compulsion    then.

If  anything  further  were  needed  to 
prove  the  timeliness  and  Importance  of 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  re< 
ceutly  brought  down  In  the  Legislature 
by  Premier  Bowser,  it  waa  forthcoming 
yesterday,  when  the  Liberal  leader,  Mr.

Provlaion  for  aid  to  the  aggregate 
amount  of  13.000.000  to  shipping  and 
the  shipbuilding  industr)'  of  the  Prov- 
ince Is  contained  in  a  bill  which  Pre- 
mier Bowser  yeeterday  Introduced  In 
the  Legislature.  Thia  action  of  the 
Government  will  be  jvelcomed  by  the 
commercial  and  Industrial  InUresU  of 
Britlah  Columbia  who  have,  for  the 
past  year  been  Investigating  the  mat- 
ter and  urging  the  atep  upoq  the  Gov- 
ernment. It  will  reault  in  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  serious  handicaps  which  at 
present  hamper  business  through  the 
holding  up  of  shipments  of  products  of 
the  province  by  providing  the  needed 
CfliaBtive  to  stimulate  the  shipbuilding 
Hamittry.  At  the  same  time  the  pro- 
vlalona  of  the  act  provide  in  the  fullest 
possible^manner  that  the  public  moneys, 
which  it  is  proposed  to  grant  in  aid. 
ahall   be  secured    to   the   people. 

The  bill,  which  Is  entitled  "An  Act 
respecting  shipping  and  to  make  pro- 
vision for  aid  to  the  shipbuilding  in- 
dustry Tir  lliePfoVlnce  of  BrIllSh  Co- 
lumbia." provides  the  appointment 
of  a  commission,  to  bo  known  as  the 
Hhlpping  Credit  CummisBlon,  and  com- 
poaed  of  a  superintendent  snd  two  di- 
rectors, as  a  body  corporate  and  under 
whom  Shalt  come  full  and  complete 
control  of  the  administration  of  the 
act  and  the  carrying  into  effect  of  ita 
provlalona  The  act  provides  for  the 
Province  making  loans  to  the  amount 
of  S(  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  ships 
built,  construction  to  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board  and  upon  plans 
and  speciflcatlona  approved  by  the 
board.  The  loans  In  direct  aid  to  ship- 
building win  be  paid  to  the  owner  of 
each  ahlp  up  to  the  number  of  not  more 
than  twenty  ahlps  constructed  and 
launched  In  this  Province  sfter  the  com- 
ing into  effect  of  the  act.  In  ten  annual 
instalments,  each  instalment  being 
computed  as  to  bring  the  net  earnings 
of  the  ship,  in  respect  of  which  aid  Is 
granted,  up  to  15  per  cent  of  the  ac- 
tual coat,  but  the  aubsldy  paid  in  any 
one  year  ahall  not  amount  to  more  than 
16  per  ton  deadweight  capacity,  the 
Arat- annual  paymer*  to  be  made  In  tha 
flrst  year  after  peace  la  -declared  and 
thereaCtar  annually, 
itjta  eitlpulatad  that  thla  annual  aub- 


aldy  shall  be  paid  only  so  long  aa'  tiM 
ship  remalna  in  coutlnuoua  Britlah  Co* 
lumbla  aervice.  that  Is  carrlea  oargV 
from  British  Columbia  and  brlnga  re- 
turn cargoes  to  this  Province.  No  sub- 
sidy will  be  paid  to  any  middleman,  or 
piomotor;  and  the  aubaldy  will  not  b* 
subject  to  aaalgnment  or  attaehoaent* 
and  will  be  a  first  oharga  upon  tha 
ahlp.

Zeppelin  L-20,  Flying  Low, 
Strikes  Against  Hillside  and 
in  Wrecked — Some  of  Crew 
Are  Rescued. 


LONDON,  May  3.— The  Zeppelin  L-JO 
has  been  completely  destroyed  and 
driven  ashore  on  the  western  side  of 
Halsoflord,  Norwsy,  according  to  ad- 
vices from  8tavanger.  Some  of  the 
crew   were  rescued. 

The  Zeppelin  L-20  passed  north  of 
Sandnaes  about  10  o'clock  In  the  morn- 
ing, aaya  a  Router  dispatch  from  8ta- 
vanger.  She  was  flying  at  low  alti- 
tude, and  waa  in  a  damaged  condition. 
Five  or  alx  men  were  seen  to  jump 
from  the  alrahlp.  Boata  put  out  to  their 
assistance,  and  the  commander  and  one 
seaman  were  rescued  and  taken  to  a  hos- 
plUL 

The  Zeppelin  than  waa  driven  over  the 
hllltope  against  a  hillside.  Its  after 
body  broke  in  two,  and  part  of  It  fell 
to  th^  ground.  Some  of  the  crew  Jump- 
nd  or  were  hurled  out. 

The  Zeppelin  then  roee  a  little  and 
'was  driven  westward,  but  the  bag  of 
tb^  dirigible  collapsed  in  the  centre 
and    the    airship    descended    rapidly. 

A  torpedo  boat  which  had  been  follow- 
ing along  the  coast  went  to  its  assist- 
ance and  rescued  three  men  still  In  the 
cabin.  A  fourth  man  had  jumped  out 
ehertly   before. 

Of  the  rescued  men  three  officers  snd 
two  non-commissioned  officers  were 
brought  ashore.  The  whereabouts  of 
the  rest  of  the  crew  is  not  known.  The 
Zeppelin  was  completely  destroyed  and 
driven  ashore  on  the  western  side  of 
the  fiord,  near  Ita  outlet  to  the  sea.''

The  securities  to  be  Issued  to 
the  above  amount  will  b^s„Muaranteed 
by  the  Oovernment  as  to  principal  and 
interest  not  exceeding  •  per  oent.  It  la 
further  provided  that  ta  the  evaai  at 
the  Dominion  Government  gtvlns  a 
subsidy  to  any  ship  claiming  aubaldy 
from  the  Provincial  Government,  that 
the  federal  subsidy  ahall  be  deducted 
from  the  subsidy  payable  by  the  P/ov« 
Ipce  and  only  the  deficit  after  such  da- 
di'.ction,  shall  be  |>aid  by  the  Province. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  In  provid- 
ing for  the  conduct  and  operations  of 
tht>  commission,  the  ftrat  fohy-threa 
sections  of  the  act  being  devoted  to 
that  purpose.  The  commission  will  be' 
a  permanent  body  and  have  powdrs  to 
own,  buy,  leaae,  manage,  charter,  build, 
rebuild,  and  repair  ships  snd  all  kinda 
of  descriptions  of  property.  The 
superintendent  and  one  director  will  ba 
appointed  by  the  Lleutenant-Oovernor- 
in-Council,  and,  if  holding  any  other 
office  In  the  civil  service  of  the  Prov- 
ince, will  receive  only  payment  for 
their  actual  services.  Including  ex- 
penses. The  Deputy  Minister  ot  Wi- 
nance  will  be,  ex-offlcio,  a  dlroe^or. 
Provision  Is  nmdfr  for  the  appointment 
by  the  commission  of  a  deputy-superin- 
tendent, if  necessary,  and  other  eub- 
ordinate  offtcera  and  assistants,  the 
fixing  of  salariea.  and  praaoriblnt  af 
duties  of  the  staff,  regulatliic  foea  to 
be  paid  by  borrowers,  and  Impioalng 
condltlotM  as   to   loana,   etc.

General  Watw>n  hopes  "that  tbe  re- 
grettable mlaunderatandlnsa  between 
tbe  two  areat  raoee  In  the  old  dty  ot 
Quebec"  will  aoon  become  a  tbtnr  tf 
tbe  iMUit.     The  letter  aaya: 

"To  ua  over  here,  worklns  along  and 
bearing  our  burdens  barmonioualy, 
these  cannot  be  understood.  One  can- 
not aoeouBt  for  auoh  a  state  of  aOalra 
when  tbe  two  greatest  races  In  the 
world,  and,  even  more  so,  when  the 
seed  of  these  two  races  as  represented 
by  tbe  Canadians,  are  fighting  side  by 
aide  In  this  terrific  struggle  for  the 
principles  of  right  and  justice.

AH  securities  will  be  Issued  by  the 
cogjmisBlon,  and  will  be  sold  through 
the  Department  of  Finance,  the  Minis- 
ter of  Finance  to  fix  the  price  below 
which  the  securities  shall  not  be  dis- 
posed of.  Securities  shall  not  be  is- 
sued to  an  aggregate  amount  of  more 
tlian  92,000,000  without  the  consent  of 
the    Legislature. 

'  Tbe  regulations  respecting  the  method 
by  which  the  commission  will  deal  with 
the  funds  placed  at  its  disposal  are 
complete  and  amply  provide  for  the 
proper  handling  thereof;  for  the  estab- 
lishing of  a  reserve  fund,  sinking  fund, 
etc.,  the  investment  of  the  reserve  fund, 
and  'temporary  Investments  may  be  made 
of   funds   not  Immediately    required. 

I>oens  may  be  made  upon  ships  built 
and  registered  in  the  Province,  the 
commission  to  accept  as  security  mort- 
gages upon  each  ship  and  shares  there- 
in and  such  further  collateral  security 
as   may   be   deemed    fit. 

A>pfllcatlon  in  stipulated  form  must 
be  made  by  borrowers,  accompanied  by 
fees  and  full  Information  as  required 
by  the  commission.

The  Commlaalon,  on  certain  eondltlena, 
fnmy  withdraw  or  cancel  loans,  and  In 
caaas  of  default  have  wide  powera  In  re- 
spect thereto.  One  month  after  default 
in  payment  the  Commission  may,  without 
piocess  of  law,  take  poaaesslon  of  the  ae-

LONDOX,  MAy  J.-r-Four  Of  .the  men 
who  slgn4d  the  republican  proclama- 
tion In  Ireland,  InclydliM:  Patx^dc  P. 
Pearse,  who  styled  lUniself  the  "pro- 
visional president  of  Ireland."  and 
James  cionnoUy,  who  called  himself 
*'aommandant-general  of  the  Irish 
republican  army,"  Thomas  J.  Clark, 
and  Thomas  MAcdohagh;  having  been 
tried  by  a  -court-martial  and  found 
guilty,    were    shot    this    morning. 

Three  other  signers  of  the  pro- 
clamation were  sentenced  to  three 
years'  Iroprtsonment. 

Mr.  Asqulth  made  an  announcement 
to  this  effect  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons this  afternoon. 

A  London  dispatch  on  April  30  gave 
the  text  of  the  proclamation  issued  by 
the  insurgents  at  Dublin  at  the  out- 
break of  the  revolt,  with  the  signa- 
tures of  Thomas  J.  Clark,  8.  Mac- 
dlarmld,  Thomas  Macdonagh,  P.  p. 
Pearse,  E.  Ceannt,  James  Connolly  and 
Joseith  Plunkett. 

.  Patrick  Pearse,  the  "Provisional 
President  of  Ireland,"  waa  33  years 
old  and  was  known  In  Ireland  as  an 
authority  on  Qaelic  literature.  Me 
started  In  life  as  a  barrister,  but  de- 
voted most  of  his  time  to  literature 
and  educational  pursuits.  For  some 
time  he  was  editor  of  The  Oaelio 
Journal  in  Dublin,  and  later  founded 
St.  Enda's  Bchool,  which  he  continued 
up  to  the  time  of  the  Sinn  Fein  re- 
bellion. 

Pearse  had  many  friends  in  tha 
United  States.  He  lectured  in  this 
country  on  "Irish  Ideals  and  Qaelle 
Ijlterature,"  the  proceeds  of  his  lec- 
tures going  to  the  support  of  his 
school. 

The  head  of  tbe  Sinn  Fein  rebellion 
was  the  son  of  an  Kngllshman,  but 
was  himself  born  and  educated  in  Dub- 
lin.    He   was   unmarried. 

James  Connolly  lived  for  several 
years  In  New  Tork,  where  he  was  an 
active  Socialist  leader  and  agitator. 
Connolly  returned  to  Ireland  about 
Ave  years  ago  to  aid  In  organising  the 
Irish  labor  party.  He  waa  about  nfty 
years  of  age  and  was  self-educated. 
He  waa  the  author  of  a  book  entitled 
"L«bor  in  Iriah  History,"  published  In 
Dublin,  and  was  editor  of  a  labor  paper 
in  that  city  entitled  "The  Irish  Work- 
er." He  was  the  father  of  eight  chil- 
dren and  all  of  whom  survtve  him,  as 
well  as  lUs  wife. 

Thomas  Macdonagh  was  a  close  as- 
sociate of  Pesrso  and  a  highly  educat- 
ed man.  He  waa  for  aome  time  as- 
sistant professor  of  English  literature 
in  the  National  University  of  Ireland, 
but  resigned  to  become  assistant  to 
Pearse  In  St.   Enda's   School; 

Thomas   J.    Clark   waa     one   of     th«' 
Fenian  conspiracy  of  the  early  eighties. ' 
He  was  arrested  and  sentenced   to  Hfe ' 
imprisonment,    but   waa  released    after 
serving   fourteen   years.      After  a   vMt 
to    America    he      returned    to      Dublin. 
He   Is  survived  by  his   wife  and    four 
•ons.

Force  of  Royal  Irish  Constab- 
ulary Ambushed  by  Party  of 
400— T«n  Killed  and  Eigh- 
teen Wounded.

Tea  members  of 
the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  ware  shot 
dead.  Including  District  Inspector 
Smyth,  of  Navan.  Blghteen  were 
wounded,  including  County  Inspector 
Gray.  One  dTlllan  chauffeur  also  la 
dead  and  two  others  are  wounded.  The 
survtvlnc  mambers  of  the  police  force, 
about  forty,  ware  compelled  to  sur- 
render to  tbe  rebels,,  who  numbered 
over  400. 

It  appears  that  the  rebels  were  cut 
off  from  the  main  body  at  Dublin  by 
the  arrival  of  frash  troops,  aad  forth- 
with struck  off  Into  Meath  with  the  in- 
tentlon  of  raiding  Isolated  oonnubu- 
lary  statlona,  and, .  If  poasible.  of 
"raising"  tbe  oounty.  The  first  in- 
timation the  Meath  authorlUeo  re- 
ceived of'  their  actlvitlea  waa  the  news 
that  they  had  attacked  and  captured 
the  police  barracks  at  Ashbourne  and 
KUmoon.  Their  stranfth  was  un- 
known. 


County  Inspector  Oray  at  once  or- 
ganised a  relief  column  of  fifty  police 
from  Navan.  Motors  were  com- 
mandeered and  in  a  few  minutes  the 
relief  police  force  was  speeding  on  Its 
way.  The  rebels  were  warned  of  the 
approaching  attack.  They  cleverly 
laid  an  ambush  at  a  spot  where  they 
calculated  the  police  -would  have  to 
leave  tha  cars.  This  was  at  tbe  foot 
of  an  eminence  upon  which  Kilmoon  is 
situated  and  where  a  narrow  road 
branches  off  to  Ashbourne. 

This  road  passes  through  a  small 
grove,  which  offered  admirable  cover 
for  the  rebels,  who  further  strength- 
ened their  position  by  heavy  entrench- 
ments at  each  end  of  t|ie  grove. 

Hardly  were  the  preparations  com- 
pleted when  the  cars  of  ths  pursuing 
force  were  seen  speeding  over  the  hills. 
The  ambush  wa*  complete  and  over- 
whelming. As  the  rebels  calculated, 
the  police  left  the  cars  at  ths  foot  ot 
the  rise  and  filed  alone  the  road  to 
Ashbourne,  where  the  rebels  were  sup- 
posed to  bo  encamped.  No  soonsr  had 
the  last  man  entered  the  trap  than  the 
signal  to  fire  was  given  and  a  murder- 
ous volley  was  poured  into  the  strug- 
gling ranks.  Sergeant  John  Shanagher, 
of  Navan,  was  the  first  to  fall,  shot 
through  ths  heart.  The  othera,  aome 
of  whom  were  wounded.  Immediately 
obeyed  the  shouted  advice  of  their 
leaders  and  sought  refuge  behind  the 
cars  and  in  deep  ditches  at  tbe  foot  of 
the  long,  sloping  bank  upon  which  the 
Sinn  Felners  were  entrenched.  1*he 
rebels  raised  a  flag  of  truoa  and  sent  a 
message  demanding  unconditional  sur- 
render. Hopeless  though  tlis  position 
obviously  was.  Inspector  Oray  scorn- 
fully refused  and  ordered  his  men  to 
return  the  -fire. 

right  for  VlTo  Soais 

Then  followed  a  fight  lasting  near- 
ly five  hours.  Inspector  Oray  was  the 
life  and  soul  of  the  defence,  but 
eventually  fell,  sbot  through  both 
arms  and  his  body.  Inspector  Smyth 
then  took  command,  though  he  also  had 
been  wounded  twice,  and  made  a  gal- 
lant attempt,  with  Sergt.  Toung  and 
several  constables,  to  drive  -back  that 
aection  of  the  rebels  posted  at  the  far 
end  of  the  grove  who  were  gradually 
closing  in.  The  attempt  was  made 
under  cover  of  a  deep  ditch,  but  It 
was  seen  by  the  Sinn  Feiners,  and 
heavy  fire  was  opened.  Sergeant 
Toung  and  several  comrades  were  shot 
dead,  but  the  courage  with  which  the 
troopers  faced  the  heavy  odda  con- 
tinued  characteristic   and    Indomitable. 

One  constable,  mortally  wounded, 
crept  with  his  rifle  under  cover  of  a 
motor  and   continued   to  fire. 

At  last,  with  ten  dead  and  eighteen 
wounded,  the  position  became  hopeless, 
and  when  tbe  heroic  Inspector  fell  the 
remnant  of  the  gallant  little  band  re- 
linquised  the  unequal  struggle. 

The  Sinn  Felners  treated  ths  pris- 
oners with  every  courtesy  and  respect, 
but  commandeered  their  rifles  and  some 
equipment. 

A  doctor  in  uniform  and  two  women 
nurses  were  with  the  rebels.  They 
carefully  attended  the  wounded,  while 
the  services  of  two  priests,  who  were 
attracted  by  the  firing,  were  requested 
for  the  needy.  Finally  the  wounded 
were  placed  in  motor  cars  with  driv- 
ers, and  sufficient  petrol  waa  given  to 
enable  the  cars  to  reach  Navan.

Committee  Protests  Against 
Dishonest  "Methods  ol  Local 
Liberal  Newspaper. 


Kmphatic  proteat  asalnat  the  dla- 
buneat  manner  In  which,  the  local  Lib- 
eral paper  misrepresented  the  aworn 
teetimony  taken  before  Tue»day*8  meet- 
In*  of  the  Public  Account*  Oommlttea, 
waa  voiced  In  the  Lesfalature,  yeatar- 
day  afternoon  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Wataon. 
chairman  of  the  commltta*.  Mr.  Wat- 
son not  only  expreased  hi*  condemna- 
tlon  of  the  methods  adopted  by  that 
paper  In  aeeklnc  to  make  political 
capital  by  mlarepreaentlns  the  testi- 
mony adduced,  but  he  produced  a  tran- 
script of  the  stenosraphic  notes  show- 
ing to  the  full  the  unrelUbllUy  of  the 
article  of  which  he  complained. 

When  the  L.e(lalature  assembled,  Mr. 
Wataon  rose  to  a  question  of  prlvllece. 
He  called  attention  to  the  article  In  the 
Tueaday  afernoon'a  lasue  of  The  Dally 
Times,  purporting  to  five  a  report  of 
the  committee's  proceedlnga  of  that 
mornlns  at  which  Mr.  H.  C.  Hanlnc- 
tun,  Inapector  of  lesal  office*,  teetlfled 
relative  to  the  receipt  of  fS.OOO,  part 
of  the  $4,000  commlsalon  paid  to  Mr. 
C.  C.  Pemtwrton  for  the  latter'*  work 
lu  putting  through  the  '  tranaaction 
a'hereby  the  Government  purchased 
property  for  the  alte  of  the  new  court 
houae  here. 

At  a  prev^us  session  of  the  commit- 
tee. Mr.  Hanington  stated  upon  oath 
that  the  question  of  commlsalon  wa* 
rever  spoken  of  between  the  Attomey- 
Ueneral  and  hlmaelf;  that  It  was  never 
agreed  on  that  he  (Mr.  Hanington) 
ahould  not  receive  one.  but  that  there 
bad  been  no  discussion  In  any  way  be- 
tween him  and  the  Attorney-General 
about   any    commission. 

The  Times  article,  Mr.  Watson  point- 
ed oat.  was  headed,  "Bowser  knew  all 
about  commisaion,"  and  the  introduc- 
tory paragraph  was  "The  Attorney-Gen- 
eral knew  that  H.  C.  Hanington  was 
getting  a  commlasion  on  the  purchaae 
of  a  coifrfBbuse  site  here.  That  was 
the  sworn  testimony  of  MrT  Hanington 
before  the  Public  Accounts  Committee 
this  morning."  Further  on,  the  article 
stated  that  Mr.  Hanington  was  "per- 
fectly clear"  as  to  his  own  recollection 
of  what  he  understood  at  the  time, 
three  yean  ago,  of  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral'a  knowing  that  he  wa*  going  to 
get  "the  usual  commission"  In.  the 
transaction. 

Mr.  Watsop  quoted  from  the  official 
report  of  Mr.  Hanington's  evidence,  and 
atter  completing  it  he  sUted:  "Now  you 
can  aee  how  evident  It  Is  that  no  one 
could  honestly  make  such  a  statement 
as  that  which  appeared  In  The  Times 
newspaper  last  night."  The  evidence, 
as  transcribed  and  read  by  Mr.  Watson 
was  as  follows,  omitting  some  argu- 
ment* between  members  of  the  commit- 
tee:

Mr.  Macdonald— Now,  Mr.  Hanington, 
in  connection  with  another  matter  that 
was  before  the  committee  on  the  re- 
ceipt of  commission  in  connection  with 
the  purchase  of  the'  courthouse  site;  I 
want  to  aak  you  if  anyone  connected 
With  the  Government,  or  any  member 
or  the  Government  knew  that  you  were 
to  get   that   commlaslonT 

if  anyone  knew  that  I  wa*  going  to 
get  that  commission? 

Ifea 

Well,  i  always  thought  that  the  At- 
torney-Geneivil  fully  expected  I  was  go- 
ing to  get  that  commission.  Mr.  Mac- 
donald. 

Tou  always  thought  that  the  Attor- 
nry-Ueneral  fully  expected  that  you 
were    to   get   that   commission? 

I  did;  It  was  the  practice  In  real  es- 
tate matters. 

No.  but  I  am  going  on  a  little  more; 
we  want  It  a  little  more  definitely; 
did  you  know  that  he  actually  did  know 
that  you  were  getting  that  commlasion? 

Well,  since  this  matter  came  up,  he 
told  me  that  he  didn't  actually  know  I 
got   the  commission. 

But  what  do  you  know  about  It,  from 
what  took  place  at  the  time? 

I  can  only  say  this.  Mr.  Macdonald. 
that  my  recollection  of  the  matter  was. 
when  It  came  up.  very  unexpectedly  to 
me,  a  week  or  two  ago — It  waa  three 
year*  or  mora  *lnca  the  tranaaction 
"had. -been  carried  out — my  recollection 
wa*  that  th)A~  matter  of  commission  was 
spoken  of;  but  the  Attorney-General — 
for  whose  memory  I  have  the  highest 
possible  regard— he  has  a  wonderful 
memory— said  that  he  had  no  recollec- 
tion of  It  having  been  apokcn,  and  I 
accepted . 

'Vad  It  ta  mad" 

I  am  dealing  with  what  took  place 
three  years  ago  at  the  time  this  trans- 
action went  through;  and  you  *ay  It 
wa*  your  recollection  that  the  Attor- 
ney-General wa*  aware  of  the  fact  that 
you  were  obtaining  that  commlasion: 
that   la  correct,   lan't   It? 

I    had    that   In   my   mind. 

And  did  you  have  any  discussion 
with  the  Attorney-General  before  you 
gave  your  evidence  before  the  Public 
Accounts  Committee,  on  the  matter? 

After    Mr.    Pemberton ? 

That  la  what  I  mean— between  the 
time  Mr.  Pemberton  gave  his  evidence 
and   you   gave  your  evidence. 

After  Mr.  Pemberton  gave  his  evi- 
dence, the  Attorney-General,  that  aame 
day,  asked  me  how  the  matter— about 
It.  asked  me  about  It,  what — how  things 
stood,  and  1  told  hrtn  what  mr  recol- 
I«:tlon  of  It  was,  a«  I  have  told  It  here; 
and  It  was  then  that  he  aald  h*  didn't 
remember  the  matter  of  commlaaion  be- 
ing spoken,  of;  and  as  I  *ay,  having  a 
greater  regard  for  hla  memory  than  I 
have  for  my  own — of  courae,  he  haa  a 
perfectly  miraculous  memory  to  my 
mind.  I  took  it  that  his  recollection  wa* 
correct,  and  that  I  muat  have  been  mla- 
taken;  that  I*  why  I  *al<|  that  I  didn't 
think  the  matter  had  bean  mentioned,  or 
didn't  remember  that  It  had  boen  men- 
tioned—I  forget  how  I  worded  it  or 
wlwt  I  said  before  you. 


Mr.  Macdonald — Did  you  inolat.  do 
you  not  Insist  with  the  Attoraey-Geo- 
eral  that  your  recollection  was  corrMt? 

No.  I  did  not  liMlst,  Mr.  Macdonald, 
b<cau*e  when  ha  *atd  h*  eeold  not  re- 
member tha  commlsalon  flaring  been 
mentioned  at  that  Um*  at  all.  I  Juat 
thought,  why,  I  oiaat  tevo  baen  ml*- 
taken.

That  paper,  he  said,  stated  Pre- 
mier Bowaer  had  teetlfled  before  the 
committee  and  denied  that  he  had  any 
knowledge  that  Mr.  Hanington  had  re- 
ceived any  commlasion.  that  Mr.  Han- 
ington'* te*tlmony  had  been  the  first 
h«;  (the  Premier)  had  heard  of  It,  and 
that  he  would  certainly  not  have  per- 
mitted Mr.  Hanington  to  accept  of  such 
commission.  Such  a  statement,  Mr. 
Brewster  satd,  was  mo4t  Incorrect,  as 
the  Premier  had  not  yet  testified  be- 
fore the  committee  In  respect  to  the 
Hanington    comml«*lon. 

There  was  another  nutter  to  which 
Mr.  Brewster .  took  exception.  He  re- 
ferred to  The  Colonist  report  of  the 
apeech  made  on  Tuesday  night  by  the 
Premier  at  the  Conaervatlve  Club  meet- 
ing, at  which  the  Premier,  It  waa  ra- 
pe rted,  had  charged  that  while  the 
Government  had  welcomed  investiga- 
tion, yet  when  the  resolution  was  In- 
troduced to  investigate  the  Vancouver 
election  frauds  the  Liberals  feared  to 
have  those  charges  Investigated,  and 
for  "three  solid  houra  in  tha  House 
apoke   against   such   action." 

Mr.  Brewster  denied  the  Premier's 
statement,  and  aaserted  that  the  Lib- 
erals had.  Instead,  endeavored  to  widen 
the  acope  of  the  Investlgatl^^.

Hon.  Mr.  Ross  sUted  the  Government 
had  no  wish  to  in  any  manner  whatever 
restrict  the  bona  flde  settliil^,  but  ex- 
tending the  proposed  privilege  might 
have  the  result,  perhaps,  of  seriously 
restricting  the  revenue  which  the  Gov- 
ernment should  get. 

Mr.  M.  A,  Macdonald  repeated  his  ob- 
jection made  at  a  recent  session  when 
the  amending  bill  was  before  the  House, 
relative  to  the  proposed  provision  to 
give  to  the  Lleutenant-Oovernor-ln- 
Councll  authority  to  permit  of  tha  ex- 
port of  unmanufactured  timber  from 
areaa  adjacent  to  the  boundaries  of  the 
Province  In  cases  where  It  was  proved 
to  his  saUsfautlon  that  such  timber 
could  not,  owing  to  topographical  rea- 
sons, be  profitably  manufactured  within 
the  Province.  Mr.  Macdonald  objected 
to  such  power  being  placed  In  the  hands 
of  the  minister,  for  that  would  be  its 
result. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson  pointed  out  that 
the  proposed  amendm«nt  was  a  most 
necessary  one  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  Province  and  the  owner.  Along  the 
boundary  lines  there  were  undoubtedly 
many  sections  where  timber  lands,  situ- 
ated in  valleys  running  in  from  the 
boundary,  could  be  got  out  only  If  ex- 
ported over  the  boundary.  Tha  topo- 
graphical difflcultlaa  precluded  thoa* 
areas  being  worked  unless  provision  as 
auggested  were  mada 

But  Mr.  Macdonald  opined  that  the 
aectlon  would  permit  export  from  sec- 
tions along  the  coast  line  where  topo- 
graphical conditions  made  It  necessary 
that  the  logs  ahould  be  exported  by 
water,  and  doubtless  such  logs  would 
nnd  their  way  to  United  SUtea  mills. 

Hon.  Mr.  Ross  stated  that  to  prevent 
the  export  aa  auggeated  would  reault  In 
the  Province  being  unable  to  secure 
revenue  upon  timber  which  would  other- 
wl**  be  allowed  to  remain  uncut,  and 
would,  aooner  or  later,  be  deatroyed  by 
Are  or  decay.  The  Idea  of  the  bill  waa 
to  apply  the  aectlon  only  to  tha  Interna- 
tional iMundary  llnea  on  tb*  United 
SUte*  and  Alaaka  aide*,  and  to  tba  Inter- 
provincial  boundary  between  thia  Prov- 
ince and  Alberta.  The  export  from  the 
coaat  wa*  not  contemplated. 

Mr.  Michael  Maneon  (Comoz),  point- 
ing to  the  fact  that  the  Act  propooed 
that  tho  Lleuteoant-Oovemor-ln-Counctl 
may,  during  the  continuance  of  the  war. 
pennlt  the  export  from  tha  Province  of 
unmanufactured  timber  upon  auch  term* 
and  condition*  a*  he  *aw  lit,  urged  that 
tbl*  period  might  well  b*  oxtendod  to 
yrovldo  that  It  abouM  romala  la  foreo 
oo  long  a*  condition*  conoeqoont  opoa 
the  war  continue.

Even  the  strictness  of  German  cenaor 
ahlp  cannot  hide  theae  terrtble  facta 
from  the  German  populace,  who  will 
make  themselves  heard,  no  matter  ho*r 
many  of  the  wives,  mothers  and  widows 
In  the  cities  may  be  shot  down.  His- 
tory shows  that  when  women  are  once 
aroused,  they  will  face  death  with  ab- 
solute Indifference. 

Rumors  of  efforts  to  bring  about 
peace  are  renewed.  We  do  not  accept 
as  wholly  reliable  the  statements  put 
forth  In  regard  to  a  mission  with  which 
Prince  von  Buelow  Is  to  be  entrusted: 
but  even  the  Kalaer  must  have  been 
convinced  by  thla  time  that  any  chance 
of  success  that  he  ever  cherished  has 
wholly  vanlahad. 

When  Dr.  Clark,  of  Red  Deer,  pro- 
tested In  the  House  of  Commons  against 
factious  criticism  of  the  Government 
during  auch  a  time  as  the  present,  he 
expressed  the  views  of  all  the  people 
of  Canada,  except  the  email  minority 
who  arc  partiaans  flrat  and  Canadians 
afterwards.  To  well-founded  criticism 
there  can  be  no  objection  and  the  Gov- 
ernmeht  doubtleaa  Invites  It;  but  that 
attempts  should  be  made  to  turn  to 
party  advantage  everything  that  lends 
Itself  to  misrepresentation  Is  a  very  un- 
patriotic thing.  That  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den  has  discharge!  his  unique  reepon- 
blbllltles  in  a  manner  refiectlng  credit 
i/pon  both  his  ability  and  his  honor,  as 
well  as  addlfig  to  the  prestige  of  Can- 
ada  Is  admitted  on  all  aides.  When 
It  haa  been  brought  to  his  notice  that 
It  was  In  the  public  Interest  that  any 
matter  ought  to  be  aubject  of  In- 
quiry, he  haa  afforded  every  facility 
for  investigation.  His  conduct  has  not 
only  been  patriotic,  but  It  has  been 
Bcrupulously  correct  from  a  parllamen- 
tary  point  of  view. 

Dr.  Clark  la  no  milk-and-water  poli- 
tician. When  he  thinks  he  ought  to 
strike  out  from  the  shoulder,  he  does  ao 
with  a  degree  of  force  that  makes  his 
blows  tell.  He  Is  an  uncompromising 
Liberal.  He  Is  absolutely  fearless. 
Therefore,  when  he  rose  to  protest 
against  what  he  regards  as  untimely 
attacks  upon  the  mmlstry  which  he  op- 
poses, he  must  have  felt  the  need  of 
such  a  declaration  of  principles  as  he 
enunciated.  All  honor  to  him.  Mr.  George 
P.  Graham,  alao  a  Liberal  of  Lib- 
erals, followed  him  In  much  the  same 
tone.  It  will  be  remembered  that  when 
Sir  George  Foster  so  strongly  denounced 
the  patronage  system.  Mr.  Graham  as 
strongly  supported  him.  Are  these 
things  the  algns  of  the  coming  of  a 
better  day  In  Canadian  poUtlca?  We 
Blncerely  hope  they  ara  It  will  be  a 
happy  day  for  the  Dominion  when  par- 
tlsanshlp    Is   submerged    by   patriotism.

It  Ulla  ua 
that  "Xankee  Dopdle"  ia  not  Amerloaff 
In  its  origin,  and  It  might  have  added 
that  It  Is  laeklag  In  dignity.  "Dixie' 
Rtay  IM  aa  adaptaton  of  an  African 
melody,  and  It  was  "a  negro  walk- 
aound."  "Tba  Star-Bpangled  Banner" 
Is  not  of  American  origin,  except  aa  to 
tba  worda  It  la  a  fine  composition  for 
a  military  band,  but  practically  useless 
as  a  song.  "Hall  Columbia"  Is  Amer- 
Icsn,  but  mualoally  It  la  utterly  banal. 
It  thlnka  "America"  tba  beat,  although 
It  polnta  out  that  thla  fainoua  air,  which 
U  that  of  the  Britlah  National  Anthem, 
la  not  of  Amerioan  origin.  Our  conum- 
pcrary  thlnka  It  can  "t>a  traced  through 
the  centurlaa  to  Franca  and  Germany." 
Not  many  yeara  ago  an  Inveatlgator  In- 
to the  folk-aonga  of  Waatem  Central 
Kurope  cited  conaiderable  evidence 
ahowing  that  thla  air  waa  probably 
brought  to  Europe  by  the  Aryan  racaa 
who  came  from  Aala  In  the  twilight  of 
history.

When  he  had  made  up  hla 
mind,  however,  that  It  was  hla  duty  to 
"do  hla  bit"  his  determlnatloB  >never 
wavered,  and  It  Is  an  Incidental 
Illustration  of  the  popularity  of  the 
artillery  service  that  he  extended  hla 
Journey  here  solely  In  order  to  Join 
Col.  Ogllvle's  comniaDd. 

Or.  Forbes  started  his  long  trip 
from  Xilard  River,  which  is  a  tributary 
of  the  Mackenxte  River.  He  waa  work- 
ing a  mining  claim  there  with  hla 
partner.  Mr.  R.  Miller,  now  Pta 
Miller,  of  the  Yukon  overseas  detach- 
ment which  Is  to  he  commanded  by 
Captain  George  Black,  commissioner 
for  the  Yukon.  The  two  young  men 
were  far  away  from  the  centre  of 
things  when  war  broke  out  and  did  not 
bear  of  It  until  the  Spring  of  1916.  In 
the  Fail  of  that  year  they  came  out  as 
far  as  Teslin  Lake  for  aupplles  aad 
were  informed  of  what  had  happened 
in  the  interval.  Both  decided  that  the 
Allies  were  not  getting  ahead  as  fast 
as  they  would  like  and  that  all  the  help 
that  could  be  obtained  was  necessary. 
They  then  determined  that  they  would 
take    the  earliest  opportunity   to   enllat 

Thus  Is  explained  the  fact  that  both 
the  Northerners  soon  were  hlttlar  the 
long  trail  od  snowsboes  to  .  White 
Horse.  Roughly  the  distance  is  SOO 
miles.  They  travelled  light,  however, 
and  though  often,  as  Or.  Forbes  says, 
"nearly  down  and  out,"  they  stayed 
with  it  and,  fortunately,  were  able  to 
else  out  their  limited  supplies  with 
moose  meat.  And  so  they  got  through 
safely  and  were  extended  a  cordial  wel- 
come at  White  Horse.  There  the  two 
separated,  Mr.  Miller  coming  to  the* 
conclusion  that  he  would  throw  In  his 
lot  with  CapUtn  Black's  unit,  while 
Or.  Forbes  found  the  appeal  of  the 
artillery  service  too  strong.  He  waa 
short  of  funds,  but  by  the  sale  of  his 
rifle  and  field  glasses  he  was  able  to 
obtain  enough  money  to  buy  a  ticket  to 
Victoria. 

He  now  Is  bard  at  work  at  the 
tented  camp,  busy  with  the  horses  and 
the  field  guns,  and  is  considered  a 
valuable  accession  to  the  strength  of 
the  unit.

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Last  Issue  of  67th  Battalion's 
Official  Organ  Contains  In- 
teresting Account  of  Official 
Inspection  at  Ottawa. 


A  eopy  of  the  "Boat  iDdition  of  The 
Western  Scot,"  published  by  the  OTth 
Battalion  of  this  olty  under  data^^L 
April  10,  has  reached  The  ColonUt.  It 
oonalsts  of  a  single  sheet  containing  a 
well  printed  and  very  Intereating  ac- 
count of  the  unit's  travels  and  experi- 
ences from  the  time  Ottawa  waa 
reached  until  the  shoree  of  England 
were  sighted. 

On  reaohing  tha  Canadian  capital 
early  on  the  morning  of  March  60  it 
was  found  that  the  order  of  the  day 
waa  a  Royal  review.  The  07th  and  the 
list  fell  in  on  the  platform  of  the  depot, 
the  latter  being  a  Winnipeg  battalion 
which  left  alx  hours  ahead  of  the  Vic- 
toria corpa  -  • 

The  aooount   continues: 

"After  several  bloeks  had  been  cov- 
ered, the  route  led  us  past  the  once 
sUUly  pile  of  the  Parliament  Bulldjf 
Uigs,  now  pariially  defaced  by  the  ruini 
of  the  portion  destroyed  by  the  firl^ 
The  reviewing  stand  was  not  far  from 
here,  immediately  in  front  of  the 
Chateau  Laurier,  from  the  steps  of 
which  the  Royal  Standard  flew.  H.  R  H. 
the  Duke  of  Connatight,  attended  by  his 
staflr,  had  taken  post  at  this  point  and 
both  battalions  marched  paat  smartly 
and  soldierly,   in  column   of  route. 

"Continuing  without  a  break,  the  Olst 
and  the  •7th  moved  on  to  the  Central 
Station,  where  they  were  drawn  up  in 
battalion  line  for  iniipecUotC  Hla  Royal 
Highness  made  a  very  oarefal  Inspec- 
tion, questioning  a  large  nwmtter  of  the 
men  In  the  ranks.  Afterwarda  he  ad- 
dressed the  officers  of  both  battalions, 
each  of  whom  was  presented  to  him 
and  also  to  the  Prime  Minister,  Sir  Rob- 
ert Borden,  who  attended. 

"In  hia  addreaa  to  the  offlcera  of  the 
Western  Scots,  His  Royal  Highness 
said  that  the  battalion  had  a  name  that 
connected  It  with  the  highest  millUry 
ideals  and  gave  It  splendid  precedents 
to  follow.

His  Royal  Highness  felt  sure  that  they 
would  conduct  themselves  In  a  manner 
worthy  of  the  high  standard  of  the  Can- 
adlana  who  bad  gorfa  before."

One  of  the  concluding  paragrapha  Is 
specially  Interesting.     It  followa: 

"The  ship  is  in  command  of  Captain 
Baynea,  R.N.R.,  one  of  the  most  effi- 
cient mastere  afloat.  Hla  very  presence 
inspires  confidence.  The  varioua  close 
calls  of  the  ahip  on  prevloua  trooping 
expedltlona  are  exciting.  She  seems  to 
have  had  every  kind  of  experience  from 
belhg  fired  on  by  submarine  to  being 
bombarded  by  aeroplanea,  and  from  ail 
of  them  she  haa  emerged  soathleae."

Vtctoriana  with  weedy  lawns  who 
may  have  been  Inclined  to  hall  the  rise 
In  price  of  dandelion  roots  as  a  chance 
to  make  a  fortune,  will  learn  with  dis- 
appointment from  one  of  the  local 
wholesale  drtig  houses  that  It  wouldn't 
pay  to  go  into  the  business  of  rooting 
up  theae  taraxacl.  Thla  is  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  dandelion  roots  are  now 
bringing  60  to  66  cents  a  pound  aa 
against  16  to  20  cents  before  the  war. 
Practically  all  the  supply  for  the 
American  continent  comes  from  Russia, 
but  now.  drugglata  explain,  Russlana 
have  more  serious  business  than  dande- 
lion  rooting    to   occupy    their  attention. 

One  of  the  facts  that  discouragea  the 
propogation  of  the  industry  locally  la 
that  the  grandmother  Spring  remedies 
of  former  days  do  not  seem  to  be  very 
popular  with  Victorlana,  with  the  re- 
sult that  the  demand  for  dandelion  root 
here  Is  very  small.  Another  consider- 
ation la  the  time  required  in  selecting 
and  digging  out  choice  milky  and  "fat" 
tap  roots,  and  carefully  washing,  clean- 
ing and  drying  them.  A  third  la  the 
disappointment  involved  In  finding  that 
the  drying  shrivels  the  roots  down  to  at 
least  one-third  their  original  weight  It 
Is  possible  the  last  two  objectlona  might 
bo  overcome,  but,  haretofora,  Victorians 
have  been  too  prosperous  to  experiment 
and  bother  With  the  humble  and  ubiquit- 
ous dandelion.    ■

Including  penman- 
ahlp,  buaineaa  correapondenee.  book- 
keeping, typewriting  and  stenography 
will  be  taught. 

Mr.  James  H.  Seattle,  manager  of  the 
Sprott-Shaw  Business  College,  has  con- 
sented to  give  each  morning  to  the 
work.  It  la  felt  that  such  forms  of  oc- 
cupation win  be  particularly  welcome 
to  those  suffering  from  shocks  and  con- 
tracted or  severed  tendons,  as  the  en- 
gagement of  the  mind  will  help  to  take 
it  away  from  the  pain  felt.  There  Is 
to  be  nothing  compulsory  about  the 
work.  The  claaees  will  be  free  and 
easy,  without  any  formality  whatever. 
The  soldiers  will  come  and  go  as  they 
wish  and  take  up  any  subject  which 
appeals.  In  Mr.  Beattie  they  not  only 
will  have  a  capable  Inatruetor  but  a 
congenia^  apirll,  who  may  be  counted 
on  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  make  the 
work  Interesting.  The  Victoria  School 
Board  haa  given  the  necessary  tables 
and  chalra  and  other  equipment,  ao  that 
every   facility    haa   been  found. 

aaJoyaMo  Smployauat 

Before  the  end  of  the  week  a  work- 
shop will  be  fitted  up  and  an  instructor 
provided  to  teach  drafting.  blue 
print  making  and  the  manpfacture  of 
all  kinds  of  wood  projects.  Attention 
also  win  be  given  to  fretwork  and  other 
light  exerclaea  such  aa  toy  making.  Be- 
fore long,  In  addition,  a  gardener  will 
be  placed  In  charge  of  the  grounds, 
when  ample  opportunity  will  be  given 
the  soldiers  to  make  garden  aeats,  rus- 
tic Summer  housea  and  other  artlstio 
appurtenaneea  In  keeping  with  the 
beautiful   surroundings   of  the  Home. 

From  these  essentially  recreative 
forms  of  industry  It  Is  the  hope  of  the 
oftlcera  of  the  commission  that  there 
will  grow  flt  more  serious  and  more  Im- 
portant work,  namely,  the  retraining  of 
men  In  anticipation  of  the  time  when 
they  again  will  take  their  placea  in 
civil  life.  What  Is  Intended  may  be 
shown  by  one  illustration.  If  a  aol- 
dier  Is  a  carpenter  by  trade,  but  haa 
been  rendered  incapable  of  performing 
work  by  which  ^e  earned  hla  livelihood 
prior  to  the  war,  he  will  ba  trained  in 
branches  of  the  aame^  calling.  Vor  In- 
stance, It  would  not  ba  difficult,  in 
many  cases  of  partial  physical  debility, 
to  develop  first-class  bench  hands.  The 
carpenter,  too,  might  be  made  a  con- 
tractor, by  being  taught  to  figure  and 
to  eatimate.  In  other  words,  the  Idea  la 
to  build  on  the  knowledge  which  the 
man  already  poaaesses  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  again  face 
the  world  with  chancea  aa  near  as  pos- 
sible equal  to  thoae  which  he  possessed 
before  joining  the  colors.

Mysterious  Wireless  Massage 
From  Japanese  Steamer 
Caused  Holt  Ship  to  Speed 
Along  With  Lights  Out. 


With  her  port  holes  covered  up  and  all 
but  her  running  lights  out.  the  Blue  Fun- 
nel Line  steamship  Ixion  took  every 
precaution  possible  on  her  recent  voyage 
from  the  Orient  In  view  of  reports  to 
the  effect  that  an  enemy  raider  waa  at 
large  aomewbera  on  the  vast  expanse  of 
the  Pacific. 

Vague  rumors  have  been  set  afloat  re- 
cently regarding  the  presence  of  an 
armed  merchantman  on  the  Pacific,  but, 
as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  ascertain,  no 
vessels  have  been  reported  lea\ing  their 
port  of  internment.  While  the  liner 
Ixlon  waa  on  pasaage  from  Hongkong 
aha  got  lato  wlreleaa  communication 
with  a  Japaneae  vessel  which  advlaed 
her  not  to  report  her  name  or  position, 
and  at  the  aame  time  to  take  every  poa- 
slble  precaution.  The  advics  waa  acted 
upon  and  the  Blue  Funnel  liner  came 
along  at  her  best  speed  and  with  all  un- 
neceaaary  llghta  extlngulahed.  Ofllcera 
of  the  Ixlon  say  that  when  the  liner  wa« 
at  Manila  they  counted  no  Ijss  than  16 
German  Interned  steamers.  These  ves- 
sels,  owing  to  the  long  period  of  Idle- 
naes,  are  said  to  be  covered  with  bar- 
nacles below  the  waterllne.  and  In  the 
case  of  one  steamer  the  marine  groiArth 
is  aald  to  have  eaten  Its  way  through 
the  iron  platea.  It  la  stated  that  unless 
these  vessels  are  soon  overhauled  they 
win  be  practically  uaeleaa  for  service  af- 
ter the  war. 

Voaateen  Bnya  V»om  Japan 

The  Ixlon  waa  slightly  under  fourteen 
days  in  steaming  from  Yokohama  to  this 
port  Apart  from  moderate  northeast- 
erly and  soutbeaaterly  galea  encoun- 
tered in  mid-Pftclflc  the  liner  experienced 
a  fair  t>assage.  When  off  the  Vancouver 
Island  coast  she  bumped  Into  thick  fog, 
which  held  her  back  several  hours  off 
the  entrance  to  the  atralta.  After  Swift- 
sure  lightship  had  bean  picked  up  the 
liner  had  no  difficulty  In  making  the 
atralta  and  aucceeded  In  reaching  Wil- 
liam Head  about  8:10  p.m.  She  waa 
paased  quickly  by  the  quarantine  offl- 
clala, and  reached  her  berth  at  the 
Outer  Docka  shortly  after  6  p.m. 

In  addition  to  a  17,000-ton  cargo  the 
Ixion  brought  in  four  oabln  passengers 
and  77  Chinese  in  the  steerage,  27  of  the 
latter  dlaembarklng  bere.  Her  cargo  li\- 
cluded  raw  silk  valued  at  about  11,000,- 
OOO,  another  large  ahlpment  of  rubber 
from  the  Strait  Settlements,  much  rice 
and   consignmenta   of   tea. 

Purser  Wakeham  la  back  with  the 
Ixlon,  having  Joined  the  liner  at  Hong- 
kong, replacing  Puraer  WiUlama,  who 
has  bean  transferred  to  the  Talthyblua.

After  a 
short  stay  in  port  last  night  the  Ixlon 
left  for  Seattle  via  Port  Townsend.  She 
will  return  here  next  week  to  discharge 
.1,700   tons  of  OrienUl  freight

BUT  RESTITUTION 


Recently  both  sijies  of  this  question  were  presented  in 
The  Toronto  Globe.  The  spolccsman  of  the  liquor  interests 
in  Ontario,  as  here,  was  crying  for  compensation  and  what  he 
called  British  Fair  Play.  The  other  side  was  presented  by  a 
"Woman  Who  Knows,"  and  who,  lilce  thousands  of  other  wo- 
men  in  Canada,  pleaded  her  own  irreparable  loss,  the  aching 
loss  of  love  and  home,  the  loss  of  husband  and  the  threatened 
loss  of  sons — because  a  few  men  enjoy  the  licenced  privilege 
of  the  Government  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  and  malce 
drunlards.  Summing  up  the  two  arguments  The  Globe  says: 
"The  humah  factor  outweighs  the  money  interest.  Read  the 
dull,  gnawing,  despairing  anguish  of  the  'Woman  Who 
Knows.'  Its  frightful  emphasis  is  old  and  is  true  of  every  con- 
cession line  where  the  tavern  stands,  repeated  a  thousand  times 
in  every  city  where  the  baneful  traffic  is  licenced.  The  wives 
and  mothers  of  Canada  are  paying  the  price  of  'British  fair 
plav' to  the  licenced  barroom— paying  it  in  blight  and  tears 
and  blood-sweat.  There  is  not  a  man  among  us  whose  daugh- 
ters will  marry  this  year  who  may  not  see  the  tragedy  of  the 
*Woman  Who  Knows' — the  unspealcable  tragedy  of  heart- 
brealc  and  shame  and  despair — played  out  in  his  own  flesh  and 
blood  next  year  and  through  all  the  darlcening  years,  if  the 
liquor  trap  is  left  yawning  by  the  Government. 

"And  compensation;  forsooth!  Compensation  for  drawing 
the  serpent's  fangs  Compensation  for  brealting  a  tiger's 
teeth?  Until  compensation  is  paid  for  the  agony  and  loss  to 
the  'Woman  Who  Knows,'  there  cannot  be  a  farthing  for  the 
man  who  didn't  care."

Public  Meeting  at  Duncan 
Recommends  September  1 
for  Opening  Grouse  Shoot- 
ing, Among  Other  Changes. 


DUNCAN,  'b.  C.  May  S.~At  tha  re- 
quest of  Mr.  Brysn  Wllllama, 
Provineljtl  Qama  Warden,  a  public 
nteatlng  was  called  by  the  local 
Board  of  Trade  today  to  gather 
the  feeling  of  the  sportsmen  and 
farmers  of  the  district  on  tha  question 
of  game  prasarration. 

The  meeting  was  a  very  large  one 
and  the  views  expressed  on  the  queS' 
tlon  of  game  preservation  were  of  a 
most  divergent  nature.  A  report  from 
a  special  committee  of  the  board,  who 
had  made  a  thorough  tour  of  the  dis- 
trict, waa  aubmitted  to  the  meeting, 
and  their  recommendations  were  In  the 
main  approved  by  the  meeting  and  Mr. 
Bryan  Williams  promised  to  -give  the 
meeting's  expression  of  opinion'  every 
consideration  in  making  hia  racommea- 
datlons  to  the  (}overnment. 

The  meeting  went  on  record  as  ap- 
proving of  a  closed  season  for  quail 
during  the  coming  year,  an  open  season 
for  both  blus  and  willow  grouse  from 
September  1  to  December  16.  It  was 
recommended  that  the  aeaaon  for  phea- 
sants be  shortened  owing  to  the  late- 
ness of  the  breeding  season,  and.  if 
tha  wishes  of  the  meeting  are  carried 
Into  effect,  the  season  this  year  will 
b«   from   November   1    to   December   IS. 

A  very  controversial  question  was 
that  of  allowing  a  short  open  season 
for  hen  birds,  but  this  recommendation 
was  finally  approved  by  a  large  ma- 
jority, it  being  urged  upon  the  Provin- 
cial Game  Warden  that  the  season  for 
hens  be  open  for  the  last  two  weeks 
of  the  pheasant  ahooting.  This  recom- 
mendation waa  conpled  with  one  to  the 
effect  that  not  more  than  alx  pbaaaaata 
ba  killed  by  any  one  aportsman  in  any 
one  day.  It  waa  recommended  that  no 
amendment  be  offered  to  the  game  law 
in-so-far  as  the  deer  season  waa  con- 
cerned. 

One  question  upon  which  all  present 
seemed  to  be  unanlmoua  waa  the  neces- 
sity of  stringent  measures  being  taken 
to  prevent  the  molestation  of  birds  dur- 
ing the  nesting  season  by  dogs  and 
cats.  Mr.  Bryan  Williams  strongly  ap- 
proved of  the  attitude  taken  by  the 
meeting  on  thla^ question,  which  he  stat- 
ed was  a  live  one  in  all  parta  of  the 
Province.  He  alao  sUted  that  he  would 
comply  with  the  request  of  the  special 
committee  that  a  quantity  of  Mongo- 
Han  pheasants  be  turned  down  in  this 
district.  This  for  the  purpose  of  Im- 
proving the  sUmlna  of  the  birds  In  the 
district,  which  It  was  felt  were  de- 
teriorating, as  a  result  of  continued  in- 
breeding. He  stated  that  he  believed 
the  best  way  to  accomplish  this  was  to 
supply  a  small  quantity  of  breeding 
•took,  say  a  cock  and  four  or  five  hens 
to  ten  or  a  dosen  sportsmen  In  the  dis- 
trict and  that  the  flock  thus  raised 
would  be  later  turned  loose  In  the  dis- 
trict.

TEUCER  RETlllNG 

TO  PACIFIC  mm 

Former  Trader  Here  Goes  on 
Berth  at  Hongkong  to  Load 
for  North  Pacific  Ports  — 
Leaves  China  Next  Week. 


Owing  to  the  enormous  busljiesa  han- 
dled by  the  Blue  Funnel  Line  In  Its 
transpacific  service,  the  big  British  com- 
pany has  been  forced  to  place  another 
steamship  on  the  route  t>etween  the 
Orient  and  the  North  Paolflc  coast. 

Word  was  brought  by  the  liner  Ixion, 
which  reached  port  late  yesterday  af- 
ternoon from  China  and  Japan,  that  the 
liner  Teucer  has  been  placed  on  berth 
In  the  Far  East  to  load  for  this  coast 
and  win  leave  Hongkong  on  May  10  for 
Victoria,  Vahcouver,  Seattle  and  Taco- 
ma. The  Teucer  will  touch  at  the  usual 
Chinese  and  Japanese  ports  and  will 
bring  a  capacity  cargo  across  the  Pa- 
cific. 

WttkdravB  Over  a  Tear  Affo 

The  Teucer  la  returning  to  this  port 
after  slightly  over  a  year's  absence. 
She  waa  one  of  the  big  Holt  fleet,  which 
operated  here  regularly  from  Liverpool 
via  the  Sues  Canal,  Strait  Settlements 
and  the  Orient  up  to  the  beginning  of 
1916,  when  the  company  inaugurated  a 
aervice  from  Liverpool  to  this  coast 
via  the  Panama  Canal  and  abandoned 
the  through  route  via  Sues.  The  veo- 
aels  formerly  engaged  in  the  Liverpool- 
Victoria  aervioe  via  Sues  included  such 
carriers  aa  the  Teucer,  Ixton,  Talthybl- 
us.  Titan,  Bellerophon,  Antilochus,  Pro- 
teellous  and  Cyolopa  With  the  Inaug- 
uration of  Its  Panama  service,  early  In 
1818,  the  Blue  Funnel  Line  reUlned  the 
liners  Ixion.  Talthybius  and  Titan  in  the 
transpaclAe  trade,  and  diverted  the  other 
ships  to  the  Liverpool-Hongkong  trada 
Although  the  three  large  carriers  men- 
tioned have  aince  been  maintaining 
monthly  sailings  between  Hongkong  and 
tbe  North  Pacific,  the  business  offering 
baa  grown  to  such  proportions  that 
they  are  unable  to  cope  with  it.  with 
tbo  result  that  the  company  hao  deemed 
it  advisable  to  add  the  Teucer  to  the 
transpacific  fleet. 

Whether  or  not  the  Teucer  will  re- 
main In  this  aorvlce  for  any  length  of 
time,  the  ofSears  of  the  Ixion  are  un- 
able to  aay.  Whoa  tho  Ixion  loft  Hong- 
kong there  waa  a  rumor  afloat  that  tbe 
Teuoar.  following  her  arrival  on  this 
coast.  Blight  go  on  berth  for  tbe  United 
Kingdom  via  the   Panama  CaoaL

Steerage  Passenger  Hurled 
Himself  Over  Rail  When 
Vessel  Was  irr  Mid-Ocean — 
Capt.  Asakawa  Back. 


Fully  one  day  ahead  of  her  schedule, 
the  Nippon  Tuaen  Kalaha  liner  Bade 
Maru  reached  port  at  6:30  o'clock  last 
night  from  Hongkong  and  Yokohama. 
Shipping  men  here  exUnded  the  hand 
of  welcome  to  Capt  K.  Asakawa,  the 
popular  nMwter  of  the  Sado  Maru.  who 
brought  his  ship  across  the  Pacific  after 
having  completely  recovered  from  a 
serious  Injury  sustained  on  a  previous 
voyage. 

Two  voyages  ago.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered, the  Sado  Maru  had  her  steam- 
oteerlng  gear  disabled  during  a  gale  In 
mld-Padflc,  and  Capt  Asakawa,  while 
assisting  in  working  the  hand-steering 
gear,  was  hurled  to  the  rail  by  a  big 
sea  crashing  over  the  poop,  fracturing 
bis  knee.  He  was  confined  to  his  berth 
throughout  the  return  passage,  and  on 
arrival  at  Yokohama  was  taken  ashore 
and  removed  to  a  hospital  In  Tokyo. 
There  he  remained  a  month  until  his  In- 
jured member  had  mended,  after  which 
he  rested  for  two  months,  before  again 
taking  up  his  command.  The  agUlty  die. 
played  by  Capt  Asakawa  following  his 
arrival  here  speaka  well  for  tho  sur- 
gical treatment.

An  outstanding  Incident  marking  the 
Inbound  trip  of  the  Sado  Maru  was  tho 
suicide  of  a  Japanese  steerage  passen- 
ger when  the  liner  was  six  days  out 
from  Yokohama.  Leaving  his  money 
and  other  belongings  carefully  arranged 
In  his  bunk,  the  Japanese  made  hia  way 
to  the  deck  and  la  alleged  to  have 
hurled  himself  over  the  rail.  He  had 
been  acting  atrangely  during  the  voy- 
age, but  it  waa  never  suppoaed  that  he 
would  attempt  to  end  his  life. 

Immediately  the  cry  was  raised,  "Man 
overboard!"  the  liner  was  stopped  and 
a  lifeboat  got  ready  for  launching,  and 
at  the  same  time  lifebuoys  were  hurled 
from  the  ship's  side  into  the  water.  A 
heavy  sea  waa  running  and  in  the  space 
of  a  few  aeconds  the  ihan  had  disap- 
peared beneath  the  waves.  The  Inci- 
dent caused  much  consternation  among 
the  large  list  of  steerage  passengers. 
largo  Vaaseagoe  Slat 

The  Sado  Maru  brought  In  a  total  list 
of  308  passengers,  including  41  saloon, 
16  second  cabin  and  34  Intermodlata 
The  cabin  passengers  landed  here  were 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blair  and  three  children, 
and  Rev.  C.  N.  Moody,  and  80  Japanese 
and  6  Chinese  were  also  put  ashore. 

Among  the  through  flret  class  pas- 
sengers was  Mr.  M.  P.  Perkins,  United 
States  vice-consul  at  Shanghai,  China, 
who  Is  returning  home  on  leave.  Tbe 
last  returning  Japanese  tourist  party 
were  also  aboard  tbe  liner.  Included 
among  the  steerage  passengers  were  10 
Apierlcans   and    46    Russians. 

Brooglit  Bt.  Xaloa'a  Orew 

The  ten  Americans  were  part  of  the 
original  crew  which  manned  the  Ameri- 
can steamer  St.  Helens,  formerly  owned 
by  the  Dollar  Company,  and  recently 
sold  to  Norwegian  intereata.  She  waa 
delivered  to  her  new  vwners  at  Vladi- 
vostok. A  number  of  the  orew  remain- 
ed with  her  and  will  go  with  the  ship 
to  Europe.  The  returning  aallors  wot-e 
paid  off  at  Kobe,  altbonaib  they  olalm 
they  signed  the  atalp's  artlclea  to  bo  paid 
off  at  a  port  on  tbe  Paclflo  ooaat. 

The  Bado  Maru's  cargo  was  made  up 
of  4,988  tons  for  Puget  Bound  ports  and 
660  tona  for  Victoria.  The  thrsugh 
freight  Included  1,713  bales  Of  raw  allk. 
2,998  paekagas  of  antimony  aad  4,4M 
paekageo  of  copper.

Hon.  Frank  Oliver,  although  a  total 
abatainer  and  prohibitionut,  spoke  at  fol- 
lows in  the  Dominion  House  on  April  17, 
during  the  discussion  on  Dominion  pro- 
hibition legislation: 

"We  have  sliared  in  the  profits  of  these  several 
businesses  during  half  a  century,  or  ever  since  we  had  a 
country,  and  I  cannot  see  how  we  are  entitled  to  wipe 
them  out  of  existence  by  legislation  without  recognizing 
the  fact  that  investments  have  been  made  in  full  accord 
with  the  law  and  not  only  in  accord  with  the  law  but 
absolutely  in  partnership  with  ourselves  as  being  respon- 
sible for  the  government  of  this  country. 

"I  have  no  hesitation  in  taking  this  position,  although 
1  am  a  prohibitionist  and  an  abstainer;  but  a  dollar  is  a 
dollar,  and  so  far  as  I  can  see  the  dollar  that  is  honestly 
invested  in  distillery  or  brewery  is  just  as  honestly  in- 
vested  as  if  it  were  a  dollar  invested  in  a  flour  mill. 

"I  am  prepared  to  vote  out  the  brewery  and  the  dis- 
tlllery  tomorrow,  but  I  do  not  think -that  Is  any  reason 
why  I  should  demand  that  the  man  who  has  invested  his 
money  legitimately  In  the  brewery  or  distillery  should  lose

Columbia  are  asked  to  consider  this  question. 


Submitting  In  support  of  their  claim 
that  the  Oovemment  allowed  valuabia 
timber  lands  In  the  Jordan  River  dis- 
trict to  be  secured  by  applicants  under 
the  classlflcatlon  of  agricultural  lands, 
the  Opposition  members  on  the  Public 
Accounts  Committee  yesterday  callod 
the  liquidator  of  the  Canadian  Puget 
Sound  Lumber  Company  for  the  pur- 
pose of  havlns  produced  to  the  com- 
mittee the  company's  estimates  of  tho 
timber  on  the  property.  The  fact  that 
there  Is  now  a  law  suit  under  way  In 
which  this  very  question  of  value  la 
Involved  and  fraud  Is  alleced  becausa 
of  the  value  and  quantity  havlnv  been 
wrongly  represented,  Waa  not  advanced 
by.  the  Opposition  members  on  the 
committee  as  a  possible  reason  why  the 
estimates  of  timber  set  forth  in  the 
company's  books  might  be  very  greatly 
reduced. 

The  evidence  of  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  LAnds  showed  clearly  that  the  Oov- 
ernment  was  Justified  In  its  acceptance 
of  the  surveyors'  classification  of  the 
lands  as  second  class  asrlcultural  land, 
as  no  less  than  six  surveyors  had  sub- 
mitted reports  settlnr  forth  that  the 
lands  were  not  timber  lands,  that  Is. 
lands  estimated  to  contain  more  than 
8,000  feet  of  timber  per  acre.  The  sug- 
ffeatlon  was  advanced  by  the  questions 
asked  by  the  Opposition  members  that 
the  Government  had  not  taken  pains  to 
check  up  the  surveyors'  classifications, 
and  that  such  classifications  could  not 
be  relied  upon  and,  therefore,  valuable 
timber  areas  has  been  disposed  of. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Taylor,  liquidator  for  the 
Canadian  Puget  Sound  Llimber  Co.,  In 
the  name  of  which  the  properties  now 
stand,  quoted  the  company's  eetimates 
4>X^  timber,  but  when  asked  as  to  value 
or  quantity  he  contented  himself  by 
stating  a  law  suit  was  uow  under  way 
InvolvlnK  those  points.  Personally  he 
could  give  no  inforniatlon. 

Some  of  the  estimates  worked  out  at 
something  like  80,000  feet  per  acre,  an 
amount  so  high  as  to  be  practically 
absurd,  especially  considering  the  estl- 
mate  covered  a  large  section  of  land. 

Isened  to  a^pUeanta 

Mr.  R.  A.  Renwlck.  Deputy  Minister 
of  Liands,  produced  a  quantity  of  doc- 
uments which  had  been  asked  for  by 
Mr.  Brewster,  and  stated  that  there 
were  no  powers-of.attorney  for  the 
twenty-odd  parcels  of  land  mentioned 
by  Mr.  Brewster;  that  none  had  been 
filed.  Part  of  the  applications  had 
been  for  surveyed,  and  part  for  un. 
surveyed  lands.  Application  for  the 
latter  had  been  made  by  Mr.  A.  W. 
Brldgman,  who  had  acted  only  as  at- 
torney. The  grants  had  been  issued  In 
the  names  of  the  applicants,  the  usual 
course  of  the  department.  All  the 
papers,  but  one.  in  support  of  these  ap- 
pllcatldns.  were  in  the  hands  of  the 
department.  In  some  cases  the  applica- 
tions bore  the  name  of  Messrs.  Eberts 
&  Taylor,  as  solicitors  for  the  appli- 
cants, and  In  others,  the  name  of  Mr. 
H.  D.  Twlgg,  solicitor. 

Taking  one  of  the  applications,  one 
for  Lot  »8.  witness  stated  it  was  for 
■urveyed  land  and  th*  classlflcatlon 
was  second  class  land,  it  comprised 
272  acres,  the  classification  having  been 
made  by  the  late  Capt.  J.  Herrlck  Mc- 
Gregor, surveyor,  whose  statutory  dec- 
laration was  annexed.  Most  of  the  ap- 
plications  were  made  by  solicitors.  The 
department  did  not  inquire  into  the  in- 
terest of  applicants  for  surveyed  lands. 
In  the  case  of  unsurveyed  lands  there 
would  be  the  particulars  of  staking,  ad- 
vertising, etc..  to  be  furnished  to  the 
department.  The  surveyor  was  requir- 
ed to  put  In  a  classification  stating  the 
area,  nature  of  the  land,  etc. 

Mr.  Brewster — m  respect  of  surveyed 
lands,  they  would  have  to  be  applle* 
for.  As  for  unsurveyed.  they  would  be 
staked? 

But  unsurveyed  lands  would  be  ap- 
plied for? 

Yes,  anybody  could  do  It. 

But  he  would  have  to  have  authority? 

If  an  application  came  Into  the  De- 
partment from  someone  as  attorney  for 
someone  else  the  Department  would  not 
require  production  of  his  power-of-at- 
tomey.  The  grant  would  issue  to  tha 
applicant  Where  the  word  "agent"  is 
used  it  relates  to  the  sUking  of  land. 
If  the  statute  authorised  a  man  to  do  a 
certain  thing  I  suppose  he  could  do  it 
by  an  agent. 

Mr.  Macdonald  ventured  the  opinion 
that  the  grants  might  go  to  the  agents 
or  solicitors  and  the  applicant  might  be 
a  dummy.

Witness  replied  that  all  landa  on  Van- 
couver Island  could  be,  aaid  to  be  that 
more  or  leas.  It  would  not  need  much 
timber  to  make  up  8,000  feet  per  acre. 
Mr.  Mackay  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
In  the  cases  before  the  committee  six 
different  surveyors  had  reported  and  aU 
olaaslfled  the  landa  aa  aecond-clasb  ag- 
ricultural lands. 

Witness  stated  that  sometimes  the 
checking  up  of  the  surveyors  showed 
proper  claBsifications  and  sometimes 
not.  The  Department  had  frequently  re- 
fused applications  for  lands  that  came 
within  the  designation  of  timber  lands. 
Attorneys  would  have  no  more  rights 
whether  they  applied  as  agents  or  as 
applicants. 

Mr.  S.  y..  Wootton,  registrar-general, 
produced  four  registered  powers-of -at- 
torney covering  lots,  two  of  which  had 
boen  applied  for  by  W.  C.  Crawford  and 
Mrs.  Jennie  Crawford,  of  Spokane.  Two 
or  Ihe^  powers-of-attorneys  were  from 
the  Crawfords  to  John  H.  Moore,  lum- 
berman, of  Victoria. 

Mr.  Macdonald — That  would  permit 
Moore  to  take  over  that  property  and 
execute  a  transfer  to  anyone  he  chose. 
Ordlaanr  »lghta 
Mr.  Mackay — This  power-of-attorney 
does  not  permit  Moore  to  stake  but  to 
sell.  It  Is  the  ordinary  form  of  power- 
of-attorney. 

Mr.  Brewster — I  see  where  Moore 
transferred  to  the  Jordan  River  Lumber 
Company  for  a  consideration  of  one 
dollar  on  May  16,  1912.  That  was  a  few 
months  after  the  powers-of-attorney 
were  given  by  the  Crawfords. 

Mr.  Macdonald  pointed  to  tho  fact 
that  the  declared  value  of  the  properties 
In  tho  deed  to  the  lumber  company  from 
Moore  was  put  at  1421,000. 

Mr.  Brewster— They  felt  that  that 
value  was  a  fair  one  for  property  the 
Government  let  go  for  $17,000  or  |1 8,000. 
Mr.  R.  F.  Taylor,  official  liquidator  for 
the  Canadian  Puget  Sound  Lumber 
Company,  produced  what  he  sUted  was 
the  timber  holdings  book  of  the  com- 
pany, setting  forth  the  lots  and  esti- 
mated stand  of  timber  thereon.  He 
pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  matter,  as 
ho  understood  it.  was  already  in  the 
courts,  and  he  was  doubtful  as  to  his 
position   before   the  committee. 

Mr.  Brewster  submitted  a  list  of  'lot 
numbers,  asking  for  the  estimate  of 
timber  on  each  and  Inquiring  if  witness 
could  state  If  the  property  Is  held  by  the 
company  at  the  present  time. 
Mr.  Taylor  sUted  he  believed  not. 
Have  they  ever  been  owned  by  the 
Canadian  Puget  Sound  Lumber  Com- 
pany? 

I  believe  they  were  but  were  ex- 
changed for  other  timber  lands  at 
Mensies  Bay.  They  were  still  registered 
In  the  name  of.  the  company. 

Mr.  Mackay — Do  you  know  if  these 
estimates  of  timber  you  are  about  to 
produce  are  correct. 

No.  I  can  only  go  by  these  records. 
Mr.  Taylor  called  oft  the  estimates, 
giving  the  lot  number,  the  acreage  there- 
of and  the  estimated  feet  In  timber.  Tho 
figures  were  as  follows:  Lot  71.
